Apparatus colisiructed iu accordance w i i 1 1 my invention comprises a reser- 
voir, a uozade or spout through which the contents of the reservoir are discharged, 
a valve for eon trolling the discharge through such nozzle or spout, and means- 5 
thereby pressure will be roiisitiutiy applied to the contents of Hie reservoir in 
such a manner that when the valve is opened, a portion of the contents will 1m* 
forced out by the pressure. 

To enable my inveulion to he fully understood, 1 will describe the same by 
reference to the accompanying drawing, in which : — 10 

Figure 1 is a longitudinal section of my improved meptacle, and 

Figure 2 is a plan thereof. 

a is the reservoir and I the spout through which the contents of the reservoir 
are discharged : t* is a piston sliding in the said reservoir and acted upon by a 
spring J for forcing the contents of the reservoir through the spout, the end e 15 
of the reservoir being in the form of a cap which is screwed on to the reser- 
voir, and ihe removal of which serves for tilling the reservoir and also for 
introducing the piston and spring. Instead of using a spring, however, means 
may be provided for introducing compressed air into the reservoir either to act 
upon ihe piston or directly against the substance to he discharged. 20 

f is the valve for controlling the discharge, the said valve, as shewn, being 
in the form of a pin or plunger sliding in an aperture forming the month of 
the nozzle of the spout U and being acted upon by a lever <j provided with a 
finger-piece the pulling down of which serves to move the plunger to uncover 
the passage through the nozzle. / is a spring which returns the valw to its *);") 
normal position when the lever is released. It is lo In* understood, however, 
that any other form of valve may be made use of. 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the ua.ur: of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed. I ihclnre that what 
I claim is : — ^n, 

1. A receptacle for mustard or other substance in a fluid mnditinu. com- 
prising a reservoir for containing the suhstance, a nozzle through which the 
substance is discharged, means for ejecting the substance through the nozzle, 
and a valve for <-ont rolling the flow, substantially as described. 

2. A receptacle for mustard and other substance.* in a fluid condition, con- 35 
slrueted substantially in the manner hereinbefore described and illustrated in 
the accompanying drawing.
